( 7 ) Labour Welfare , — As on 31 st December, 1954 , 
the Port Trust provided houses for 3,429 employees 
i.c, 17 : 94 % of its total staff. During the year the 
construction of 64 units for clerical staff was com- 
pleted and the quarters allotted. 

Nine welfare centres were maintained for work- 
men at which indoor and outdoor games, open-air 
cinema shows, dramas, excursions etc. were organised. 
Three Scout Troops and one Girl Guide Company 
were run for the benefit* of the children of Port Trust 
mazdoors. Reading rooms, special literacy and 
Hindi classes, nursery school for pre-school children, 
a clinic for women and children providing ante- 
natal and post-natal facilities wore maintained. The 
number of canteens and water-coolers was increased. 
The expenditure out of the Employees’ Welfare Fund, 
to which an annual contribution of Rs. 30,000 is made 
from Revenue, aggregated Rs. 54,310 during 1954 - 55 . 

(8) Staff . — Nearly 2,000 additional posts were 
created during 1954-55 in order to implement the 
provisions of the Minimum Wages Act and also to 
cope with the increase in traffic. Adequate reserva- 
tion was made for vacancies to be filled by member’s 
of Scheduled Caste. 

The Port Trust Board performed another year of 
useful work and Government view with appreciation 
the work done by the Board during the year under 
review.
